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Although from the time that Dr. Brett and 
his colleaguss took office in the session of 
1889, itwas plainly the intention of the 
lieutenant governor to ignore as far as possi- 
ble the rights and wishes of the assembly, he 
had very carefully refrained from placing 
himself officially upon record on this point. 
His acknowledgement of the authority of the 
assembly inthe supply ordinance of 1888 
remained a part of the revised ordinances, 
and while his whole subsequent course contra- 
dicted the terms of that ordinance he was care- 
ful not to contradict it in words. If he had 
alluded tothe subject at allin his speech 
from the throneat the opening of last session 
he must have either ran counter to his ex- 
pressions in 1888 or to his actions in 1890, as 
the one position was directly opposed to the 
other, It was the business of the assembly 
to secure from him a statement of just what 
measure of control he was willing to accord 
to the people over their own affairs. The 
address in reply was therefore framed to set 
forth the ineasures whereby the assembly 
proposed to assert its right of control over 
the actions of the executive, and to bring to 
a point the question of who controlled the 
financial arrangements of the school system 
of the Territories, regarding which the 
assembly had legislated for years, and with 
which the lieutenant governor had recently 
directly interfered without leave of or ex- 
planation to the assembly. This address in 
reply compelled an answer by message, in 
which for the first time the lieutenant gov- 
ernor announced in words his new system of 
irresponsible government. According to 
this system, the territorial finances were 
under the exclusive control of himself and four 
selected advisers by virtue of the Northwest 
act; the federal fund in general was under 
control of himself independent of his advisers 
as representative of the governor general; 
and the sehool fund was under the 
control of the governor - general alone, 
but would continue to be administered 
according to the terms of the assembly 
ordinance. This was at least definite if not 
Satisfactory, and made it posssble for the 
issue between the assembly and the execn- 
tive to be clearly defined, as it could not 
have heen as long as the claims of the 
latter were not definitely made. It then be- 
came the duty of the assembly, now that it 
had forthe first time became possible, to 
State exactly the grounds upon which their 
claim to control was based, which they did 
in the reply to the message. This was the 
more necesssary from the fact of such whole- 
sale misrepresentations having been made 
ontside the house as to the aspirations of the 
assembly and as to the terms of the North: 
west act. It was represented that the act 
clearly gave absolute control to the lieuten- 
ant governor and that the assembly were 
demanding something altogether outside the 
provisions of the act or the necessities of the 
case, with a viewchiefly to personal agwran- 
dizement. Thelr reply showed that they 
based their claim to the full control of the 
Territorial executive on the express terms of 
the Northwest act-—that they claimed 
nothing not expressly given by the act, 
and that unless the funds voted by the fed- 
eral parliament for expenses of government 
in the Northwest were expressly placed und. | 
er the exclusive control of the lieutenant 
governor the essembly had the right aceord 
ing to a proper interpretation of the act toa | 
responsible share in that control, The reply 
also stated distinctly that if the funds de- 
rived from federal sources Were expressly 
placed under the contro! of the lieuteaant 
governor the assembly would give up its 
demand to share in the control; but that un. 


til that was shown the demand would not be 
abated. Particular stress was laid on the 
advisability of a thorough understanding as 
to the control of the school fund, and the 
necessity of carrying outto the lotter the 
promises of assistance contained in the school | 
Ordinance i 


It may beasked:; Why was not communi- 
cation opened direct with Ottawa on this 
point? The reasons were: First that the 
lieutenant governor is the commissioner of 
the Canadian government, appointed to 
carry out its orders, and to make representa- 
tions to it upon which these orders may be 
based. Representations made to Ottawa by the 
assembly would of course be subject to ex- 
planation by the lieutenant governor, and as 
long as his views were 80 diametrically op: 
posed to those of the assembly it sould only 
be expected that he would contradict or 
nullify the effect of any representations the 
assembly might make, and therefore destroy 
the usefulness of those representations. As 
a matter of fact the experience of the assem- 
bly in forwarding representations on North- 
west matters to Ottawa, even where there 
was no direct conflict of opinion with the 
executive, was not such as to induce the 
making of further representations. It was 
thought the better plan to demonstrate to 
the lieutenant governor as the commissioner 
of theZfederal government by a certain line 
of action the absolute necessity of granting 
the demands of the assembly, rather than 
make mere verbal representations that would 
have no more weight than the paper that 
carried them. © That this was effectually done 
the last sentence of the lieutenant governor's 
closing speech is witness. Thesecond reason 
was that the assembly had already almost 
ceased to exist asa legislative body. It was 
near the close of its last session, and mere 
representations sent at sucha time, with a 
general election closely in view, could not 
have much weight. The federal government 
and parliament might say: “These fellows 
want to make themselves solid with their 
constituents by asking plenty, just now. 
Asking is easy. If they ere elected 
they won't care whether they gat 
what they ask or not, and if they are not 
elected they will not be in a position to ask 
again.” But when a course is taken which 
involves anappeal to the people at that 
coming general election, and which shows a 
confidence in the result of the appeal—which 
shows a definite and united purpose on the 
part of the large majority of the members of 
the assembly to stake their political fortunes 
on the view which the people of tbe North- 
west take of the propriety of the demands 
made, there is a certainty that attention will 
be paid at Ottawa, if not befere at least after 
the elections; and that the demand for a 
proper control of the people’s money by the 
representatives made at the recent session 
of the assembly will be granted or witheld 
just as the representatives making the de- 
mand are endorsed or rejected at the polls 
when the election takes place.

The ratepayers have every reason to feel 
satisfied with the progress of the schoo! dur- 
ing the past year and also with its present 
condition as shewn by the report of the 
secretary and treasurer. Such indeed has 
been the progress of the school that we are 
now ina position, so far as the requisite 
number of pupils having passed the entrance 
examinations is concerned, to establish & 
union school, 

But we have deemed it advisable, upon 
other considerations, that the proper time 
for the establishment of such a school has 
notyetarrived, Still we hope that the time 
is not fardistant when Edmonton shall have 
a union school in which our children will be 
able to receive a good high scoool training. 

If the school population of our town in- 
creases at its present rate, additional school 
room will be reqnired in the near future to 
keep up with the demands of the district, 
and for this demand it may be necessary to 
make provision in the next assessment, 

Since last annual meeting a suitable belfry 
has been erected and much needed improve- 
ments made in the way of plastering and 
raising the ceiling of the roomin which 
the junior division is taught.
